SENATE PASSES 
ANOTHER RATE SLASH REXTER YOUTH 
DRAINAGE BILLS ANNOUNCED BY FRISCO 
DIES IN CRASH 


Washington, June 17.— The Senate 
today passed and sent to the House 
the Glenn bill to authorize $19,000,- 
000 for loans to drainage and levee 
districts to take up bonded indebted- 
nes for flood control works. 
The bill by Senator Glenn of Illi­ 
nois would provide the loans without 
interest for periods as long as forty 
years. 
It is designed to aid 
farmers 
on 
land drained artificially or protected 
from flood waters by levees or 
im­ 
provements by drainage or levee dis­ 
tricts. 
A revolving fund 
of 
$95,000,000 
for the loans would 
be 
authorized, 
but yearly appropriations are to 
be 
restricted to $19,000,000. 
The loans 
would be made only to take up 
the 
bonded indebtedness for drainage or 
floor control works. 
The measure 
now 
goes 
to 
the 
House.

CAR USED TO FIND 
FLAWS IN RAILROAD RAILS 


Those who observed the 
strange 
looking “street car” in operation on 
the Missouri Pacific tracks last Wed­ 
nesday and Thursday were probably 
at a los° to understand what the con­ 
traption was used for. 
The car 
is 
filled with intricate recording 
and 
marking machines, and is known 
in 
railroad parlance as a “detector car”. 
When operated over any ordinary 
roadbed, the machine detects and in­ 
delibly marks all defective rails, pro­ 
jecting spikes, splits or 
cracks 
in 
junction irons, and is even sensitive 
to defects inside of the iron rails. 
The latter are of course unseen 
to 
the eye, and consist of “air pockets” 
or slits 
inside of the usually 
solid 
rails. 
The machine generates all power 
necessary for propelling itself, and 
generates its 
own 
electricity 
for 
moving the sensitive machines hous­ 
ed within itself. 
The detector car 
is 
operated by 
railroads as a safety factor, in addi­ 
tion lo ordinary precautions observ­ 
ed by track 
walkers 
and 
section 
workmen.

ruling 
was 
passed during the last session of the 
State Legislature limiting the speed 
of busses to forty miles 
per 
hour. 
The action came as a direct answ'er 
to the demands of residents and tra f­ 
fic along Highway 40 between 
St. 
Louis and Kansas City. 
The 
com­ 
plaint there was similar to, but more 
pronounced than the scattered com­ 
plaints of highw’ay 
users 
in 
other 
sections of the State. 
Certain 
bus 
drivers and certain companies made 
it a regular practice to assume prac­ 
tical ownership of the highways; to 
disregard ordinary rules of the road; 
and to act the part of “road hogs’’ 
generally. 


The demand for 
common 
sense 
regulation of 
speed 
and

spread, resulting in the 
legislative 
control mentioned. 
It is not to be construed that

Highway Department has embarked 
upon a policy of persecution of users 
of Stale-constructed roads. 
It is to 
be a very definite policy, however, to 
regulate bus and truck traffic in the 
interests of increased public safety. 
A few examples will help to clear up 
the situation. 
The unfortunate acident

to carelesssness on the part of

No passenger car, 
let

have exceded the State speed limit of 
40 miles per hour in the dense fog. 
A new bus line 
recently 
began 
operating in this territory. 
The run­ 
ning schedule is higher than 40 miles 
per hour in direct violation of State 
laws to the contrary. 
Residents of Malden or filing com­ 
plaints with authorities of 
flagrant 
violations of even the ordinary rules 
of the road on the part of bus driv­ 
ers on Highway 25. One report states 
that a bus remained on the slab for

Something is Anally being done to 
regulate speed and road practice of 
busses and bus drivers on the high­ 
way of the State. 
A 
ruling 
was 
passed during the last session of the 
State Legislature limiting the speed 
of busses to forty miles 
per 
hour. 
The action came as a direct answer 
to the demands of residents and traf­ 
fic along Highway 40 between 
St. 
Louis and Kansas City. 
The 
com­ 
plaint there was similar to, but more 
pronounced than the scattered com­ 
plaints of highway users in other 
sections of the State. 
Certain 
bus 
drivers and certain companies made 
it a regular practice to assume prac­ 
tical ownership of the highways; to 
disregard ordinary rules of the road; 
and to act the part of “road hogs” 
generally. 
The demand for 
common 
sense 
regulation of 
speed 
and 
conduct 
spread, resulting in the 
legislative 
control mentioned. 
It is not to be construed that the 
Highway Department has embarked 
upon a policy of persecution of users 
of Stake-constructed roads. 
It is to 
be a very definite policy, however, to 
regulate bus and truck traffic in the 
interests of increased public safety. 
A few examples will help to clear up 
the situation. 
The unfortunate acident 
on 
De­ 
cember 28 in which 
a truck driver 
was seriously injured 
and 
17 
bus 
passengers were shaken up, was due 
to carelesssness on the part of 
the 
bus driver. 
No passenger car, 
let 
alone a bus weighing 
tons, 
should 
have exceded the State speed limit of 
40 miles per hour in the dense fog. 
A new bus line 
recently 
began 
operating in this territory. The run­ 
ning schedule is higher than 40 miles 
per hour in direct violation of State 
laws to the contrary. 
Residents of Malden or filing com­ 
plaints with authorities of 
flagrant 
violations of even the ordinary rules 
of the road on the part of bus driv­ 
ers on Highway 25. One report states 
that a bus remained on the slab for 
miles and refused to give 
way 
to 
traffic one way or another. The bus 
was headed south on the right side 
of the road. 
Instance of “cutting into” 
traffic 
lines, 
hugging corners 
at 
turns, 
“straightening out” reverse 
curves, 
and crowding light passenger 
cars 
off the slab are becoming common on 
Highway 61 north and south of Sik­ 
eston. And each violation of

kind has its effect in moulding pub­ 
lic opinion definitely against busses 
and bus transportation generally, al­ 
though the violators are probably in 
the minority as compared with the 
number of operators in all bus lines 
on all highways in the Division and 
State.

the State speed law regulating bus 
traffic are to be credited to a few 
drivers who are impresed with 
the 
size of their bus, the potential pow­
